statements of the management.of the 
Bell Telephone, concerning, a raise 
in rates asked by the Rock County 
and the possibility of -a consolida- 
tion of the two companies and-hav-. 
ing one. service for the city., Attor- 
ney M. P. Richardson "said to the 
Gazette this morning:

"Mr: Cash, the local manager ot 
the Wisconsin Telephone company, 
in Monday's issue 'of .. the' Gazette, 
says, "We can buy any .company 
with 'the approval of the Attorney. 
General of the United States." This 
is correct,1 but the trouble is they 
canrt get this approval. The Fed- 
eral .Department of 
Justice, over 
which the Attorney . General, pre-; 
sides, does not approve of'such pur- 
chases of 
'independent 
telephone 
companies by the Bell company, ex- 
cept In cases where the independent 
company la bankrupt or insolvent 
and In cases where the Bell people 
exchange one company,for another, 
leaving'the Bell Company with the 
same strength as It had before the 
exchange. So, that the only way in 
which the Bell company could buy 
tho Janesvllle company would be1 by 
first ruining it; then they would be 
permitted to buy the assets vat. the 
receiver's sale.

Georgians Protest • 


Southern committeemen head-

Law Against lynching JUST F O L K S 


By FEEDERICK J. HASKIN 


.«, ASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.—A bill-to Prevent 
I/I/ u-nching is now on the House-calendar. The 
»• bill may net be considered before Congress 
recesses, but eventually it stands a good chance 
of becoming a law. For the first time in our his- 
tory Congress seems, really' determined to Have 
lynching put in the same class with murder and 
treated accordingly. 


Eighty-five people were hanged, shot, or burned 


at the stake in the civilized United States last 
year, and this year similar atrocities are a-ccuinu- 
lating as rapidly. In the past thirty years, 3,5<>0 
persons have died at the hands of infuriated mobs, 
and not more than a half, dozen of the offenders- 
were ever fined or imprisoned. 
. When Chinese, Mexicans, .and'other foreigners 
know that they are in danger of death by violence 
if they offend the people of their neighborhood, it 
is no wonder th'at-abroad America has a reputa- 
tion -of being a land ' where life is beset with\ 
hazards: Ever since the days when'Tory sympa- 
thizers were tarred and feathered and then or- 
dered t'o-salute the Colonial colors, lynching has 
"been named -by-foreigners.- as one of the typical 
American .sports, like bull ' fighting in Spam. 
America,.they say, is a wild country. It makes a 
treaty with another nation in which its people.in 
America are premised the same protection of law 
as the Americans have. But if these people come 
to be disliked for their religion or nationality, 
they are. quite likely to be seized /by -their neigh- 
bors and put to death.

The House Judiciary committee decided this Ques- 
tion to its own satisfaction before it 'reported the 
bill favorably to be placed on the calendar. /Main- 
tenance of order is ordinarily regarded as-a state 
matter in which congress is not authorized 'to in- 
terfere.. .But the judiciary committee points out 
that the fourteenth amendment, to the Constitu- 
tion, which provides'equal protection, of the law 
for every one, also provides that "Congress-shall 
have power' to enforce-by appropriate legislation 
the provisions of this article."

The genuine old granny, long since 


lier blessed memory, cooked up her 
own concoctions, had implicit faith 
in them, and did little harm 
ancl 
much 
good. 
Nowadays, 
the 
old 
women who purport to till her shoes 
are strong on talk but weak in ac- 
tlc-n. They have a secret faith 
in 
druc- store nostrums which selaom 
ido KOftcl and often do harm. 
The 
litoublQ with grandmothers today Is 
TPfLt they believe what they read in. 
Wlc ciuack's almanac and have,- in- 
sufficient lore of their own acciuisl- 


Liko the grandmothers, the modern 
mothers are too fond of fancy labels. 
So many young mothers living 
in 


small villages and even on rarms 
where cows are kept find some ex- 
cuse for rejecting fresh milk and 
substituting some more or less mys- 
terious "prepared" food, which they 
can buy by the can or package at the 
drSg store. 
Then these mfcstilded 
mothers wonder why 
their 
babies 
sooner or later develop evidences oC 
faulty nutrition: 
The mothers are 


just a wee trifle too credulous of the 
baby food testimonials. 
. , - . _ • 
One trouble -with/artificial sub- 
stitutes for fresh milk in infant feed- 
In*!- 
la 
that 
they 
lack something 
known as vitamin.- 
AU we 
know 
about vitamins in foods is that cer- 
tain foods contain vitamins and cer- 
tain foods do nc-t; and that foods 
without vitamins fall to nourish, the 
Infant 
adequately. 
For 
instance, 


fresh milk contains vitamins 
but. 


condensed milk does not. Frest veg- 
etables and fruits contain vitamins, 
but preserved vegetables or fruits are 
wanting in vitamins, at least after 
long preservation. 
If a baby 
re- 
ceives an Inadequate supply of this 
accessory factor (as yet not chemi- 
cally identified) in his diet, the baby 
falls to grow and thrive. He may be 
very Cat, even-too fat for health, for 
a month or two, but sooner or later, 
unless his diet is corrected, the Bato 
shows some evidence of 
mild 
or 
latent scurvy, or develops clearcut 
scurvy, or perhaps has rickets in the 
second year. 
This Is a strikingly 
common history among infants fed 
with what I call "cheat foods. 
Thus the baby seems to do well 
enough, for the first eight 
or 
10 
weeks. Then begins a;constantly in- 


creasing difficulty. ' The baby be- 
comes cross, restless, peevish, 
the 
weight remains stationary, the appe- 
tite fails, there Is a noticeable pallor 
unlike that of a normal breast fed or 
modified rrifik fed baby. 
Not until 
some vitamin-containing food is add 7 
ed,to the diet, or rather fresh milk 
is -substituted for the cheat, does the 
baby show improvement. Sometimes 
this is supplied in the form oia fresh 
fruit juice; for 
infants over 
_ five 
months of age it may be in the torm 
of some clear fresh meat broth; or 
perhaps a bit o-f finely mashed bakeo. 
potato. 
But fresh, milk, 
suitably 


modified by dilution with water or a 
thin cereal gruel to suit the bab> s 
age and digestive efficiency, is the , 
best solution of this problem of bad • 
nutrition.

literature placed in

value 'of clean, fresh milk, at what- i 
ever cost, in the feeding of her baby. 
Therefore, many a baby is subjected 
to the sorry experiment of a ^cheat 
food.
